The appeal to the diplomats 
said the Soviet Union was vio- 
lating its international human 
rights obligations by refusing 
free emigration and reserving 
the right to determine who Is al- 
lowed to leave.

The ambulances will operate out of 
the Magen David Adom clinic be- 
Sinning December 1 and will be 
available on a round-the-clock basis.

Tale of illegal-immigrant ship 
Holocaust survivor, victim of 


shipwreck, reinterred in Haifa 


By YA’ACOV FRIEDLER 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Some 800 survivors of 
‘the Megal-immigrant ship Rafiah, 
which sank in the Aegean Sea 26 
years ago, gathered here yesterday 
to pay tribute to eight of their 
comrades who lost their lives in the 

accident. 

The remains of Dora Katz-Braun- 
stein, one of the eight, were re- 
interred in a local cemetery yes- 
terday afternoon. They had been 
‘brought here from the Greek island 
of Sirna las: month by an Israeli 
‘Navy vessel. The shoreside graves 
of the other seven could not be 
found. 

The chief army chaplain, Tat- 
Aluf Mordechai Piron, officiated, 
and the Navy posted an honour 
guard. 

One of the survivors, Benjamin 
Kofmar, a 47-year-old port worker, 
recalled the ill-fated voyage yes- 
terday. He told The Post the 
1Π6 581 immigrants — all of them 
Holocaust survivors—had crowded 
onto the little Rafiah, a former 


_ Cattle boat, in a Yugoslav port. 


The ship, manned by a Greek 
crew and commanded by several 
Hagana men, ran inio heavy seas 
and missed its appointed meeting 
at sea with another vessel, which 
was to have relieved the crew. 

On December 7, 1946, after 12 
days at sea, a storm Sprang up 
and the eaptain decided to ‘seek 
_. Shelter in a bey of the small island. 


However, they lost their anchor. 
the engines broke down, and the 
ship went out of control, running 
into a reef. Her bottom was punc- 
tured and she started shipping 
water. 

“The crew managed to tie ropes 
to a rock, but the ship started 
sinking and panic ensued. Some 
how, order was restored and we 
started clambering ashore, with 
babies crying and mothers fearfully 
clutching them in their arms. 
Within 40 minutes the ship sank. 
At least elght persons were killed 
and many more injured. 

“My own research shows that 
several other persons went down 
with the ship.” Mr. Kofmar sald. 
But only eight bodies were found. 

The Hagana men, who had 
managed to save their radio set, 
contacted Jerusalem. 

Mrs. Golda Meir, then head of 
the Jewish Agency's Political 
Department, made an impassioned 
plea to the High Commissioner, 
asking him to help save the luck- 
less refugees. Royal Air Force 
planes dropped supplies, and later 
a Greek naval ship took the in- 
jured to hospital in Rhodes, while 
British Navy vessels took the 
others to Cyprus, in spite of their 
resistance, They were kept in 
British prison camps on the island 
for 313 months, until they were 
finally allowed into this country.

She became the first British 
sovereign in centuries to walk 
among crowds in the heart of 
London. 

The Queen’s unprecedented walk 
was a high point of 13 hours of 
anniversary festivities, beginning’ 
with a solemn “service of thanks- 
giving” in Westminster Abbey and 
closing with a ball at Buckingham 
Palace. 

The day was very like the one 
25 years ago when the then Princess 
Elizabeth was married in the Abbey 
to Royal Navy Lt Philip Mount- 
batten, her handsome, Greek-born 
third cousin. 

Trumpets blared fanfares, bells 
pealed and Union Jacks fluttered in 
the chill November breeze along the 
Tonte of the royal procession. 

School children, given a day's ho- 
day, poured into the centre of 
London to join the tens of thousands 
who lined the streets four deep and

riages, escorted by three squadrons 
‘of the Household Cavalry. 
At one point in the state proces- 


sion there was a sudden drizzle and 
then to the delight of the crowd 
the Queen Mother raised a trans- 
parent umbrella. Within minutes, 
however, the sun shone again. 
Aside from the ceremonial cavalry 
guard of more than 100 riders, res- 
plendent in red jackets with gold 
breast plates and gold tassled hel- 
mets on jet black mounts, the pro- 
cession was accompanied by eight 
blue-coated mounted police. 


MINIMUM SECURITY 

Scotland Yard, which would have 
preferred the safety of closed car- 
Yiages, gave way to the wishes of 
the Palace and kept its visible 
security to 8 minimum. But almost 
the entire 800-man City of London 
police force was fuvolved in security 
for the Queen's visit to the ancient 
centre of London, which traces its 
history to the first century. 

Although the Queen has mingled 
with crowds on trips to Canada and 
Australia and only several weeks 
ago in Yugoslavia, her half-mile 
walk yesterday was the first in her 
reign and for centuries before by 
8. British monarch in Britain itself. 

She walked along new elevated 
walkways that cross London Wall to 
the £50m. Barbican housing develop- 


ment. There the Queen unveiled a 
foundation stone for the Barbican 
Arts centre, which will house the 
London Symphony Orchestra and 
Royal Shakespeare Company. 

The Queen and Prince Philip, 
smiling and happy, arrived for the 
Abbey service under characteristl- 

They walked in ceremonial proces- 
sion down the aisle of the great 
church, where Engiand's kings and 
queens — among them Elizabeth 
herself — have been crowned for 
800 years. " 

An ostrich plume tumbled gaily 
down the Queen's left cheek from a 
close-fitting hat which matched her 
mink-trimmed aquamarine silk dress. 
Prince Philip wore a morning suit, 
but Prince Charles, Princess Anne, 
Prince Andrew and eight-year-old

LOS ANGELES (AP). — The attack 
carrier Ranger was hit by about 
two dozen acts of sabotage between 
June 7 and October 16, the “Los 
Angeles Times” said yesterday. 


The “Times" said navy reports 
showed cutting of fire hoses, tele- 
phoned bomb threats, plugging of 
a fire main, pollution of the ship's 
fresh water supply with aviation 
fuel, a fire in the auxiliary room, 
cutting of timing wires from a 
Jauoch, destruction of an exhaust 
control valve, flooding of a gun 
compartment and damage to the 
Ranger's generators and oil pumps. 

Patrick Dennis Chenoweth, 21, a 
fireman aboard the ship, has been 
charged with wartime sabotage in 
connection with the most serious 
incident — destruction of the No. 4 
engine's reduction gears. 

‘Chenoweth faces 30 years' prison 
for allegedly dropping ἃ paint 
scraper and two 30-cm. bolts into 
the gears last July, causing an es- 
timated $800,000 damage, immobi- 
lizing the ship for nearly four 
months and delaying its return to 
Vietnam war duty. 

He is being held at Treasure 
Island naval station in San Fran- 
cisco, pending the start of a court- 
martial, expected within two months. 
The Ranger sailed last Thursday 
for the Western Pacific.

The appelianta are the heads of 
the Kurdish Community in Jerusa- 
lem, which owns, for burial pur- 
poses, a long-term lease over a cer- 
tain section of Har Hamenuhot. In 
1968 a member of the Kurdish 
Community, Simha Sasson, sought 
to have his mother buried in that 
section of the cemetery and was 
allotted a plot by the first appel- 
lant. A few weeks after the burial, 
Mr. Sasson, wishing to erect a tomb. 
stone over the grave, applied to. the 
first appellant for permission. The 
gum of IL3,000 demanded by the 
first appellant in return for this 
permission was regarded aa exorbi- 
tant ‘by Mr. Sasson, who complaln- 
ed to the Chairman of the Council 
for Jewish Cemeteries in Jerusalem. 
Upon being informed by the latter 
that he could erect the tombstone 
without permigsion from the Hevra 
Kadisha, Mr. Sasson arranged for 
an artisan to build three rows of 
bricks covered by a marble slab, on 
which he intended having his 
mother’s name and other particulars 
engraved. Before he could do s0, 
however, the appellants ordered the 
workmen to remove the marble slab 
and destroy the construction 
which they did 

Mr. Sasson complained to the po- 
σε and the appellants were even- 
tually charged in the Jerusalem 
Magistrate's Court with trespassing 
on a burial place — an offence con- 
trary to section 148 of the Criml- 
nai Code Ordinance, or, alternative- 
ly, with malicious to pro- 
perty, δὰ offence contrary to sec- 
tion $26(1) of the Criminal Code. 

After the prosecution witnesses 
had testified in the Magistrate's 
Court, the appellants’ counsel sub- 
mitted that there was no case for 
his clients to answer and this plea 
was allowed by the judge, who 
acquitted them. The State appealed 
against this decision to the Jerusa- 
Jem District Court which quashed 
the acquittal judgment, holding that 
the facts which had been proved 
prima facie by the prosecution 
constituted an offence against either 
section 148 or section 326(1) of the 
Criminal Code, and that the case 
should be returned to the Magis- 
trate's Court for completion of the 
proceedings. 

The appellants appealed against 
this decision~to the Supreme Court. 

Section 148 of the Criminal Code 
Ordinance provides that: Every per- 
son, who with the intention of 
wounding the feelings of any per- 
son and of insulting the religion 
of any person, or with the know- 
ledge that the feelings of any per- 
gon are likely to be wounded, or 
that the religion of any person is 
likely to ‘be insulted thereby, com- 
mits any treapass In any place of 
worship or in any place of sepul- 
ture or in any place set apart for 
the performance of funeral rites or 
as a depository for the remains.of. 
the dead, or offers any indignity to 
any human corpse, or causes dis- 
turbance to any persons assembled 
for the purpose of .funeral cere- 
monies, is gullty of a misdemea- 
nour.” ection 3826(1) lays down 
that; “Any person who wilfully and 
unlawfully destroys or damages any 
Property is gulity of an offence.”

Justice Etzioni concurring, first erf- 
ticlzed the manner in which the 
examination of the prosecution wit- 
nesses had been disrupted, particu- 
larly by the defence cotmsel Not 
only, he said, had there been hec- 
toring of the witnesses by the de- 
fence counsel and unbridied ex- 
changes of words between the oppas- 
ing counsel and between one of the 
witnesses, and the defence counsel, 
but there had been an unending 
stream of objections by the defence 
counsel and a plethora of irrelevant 
questions had been repeatedly put to 
witnesses and the defence counsel, 
with the result that the judge of 
the Magistrate's Court had been 
compelled to hand down more than 
30 interim decisions. In uence, 
the President noted, the trial’s ef- 
ficiency had been serioudly affect- 
ed, without any possible benefit to 
the accused, the time of the court 
had been wasted at the expense of 
other pending criminal trials; the 
duty of the court to discover the 
truth had been seriously impeded 
and, in general, a 1 stock 
had practically been made of the pro- 
ceedings — which was not calculat- 
ed to add to the prestige of eri- 
minal trials in the pubile’s eyes. 


The President then discussed the 
question of whether the facts which 
had been proved prima facie by the 
prosecution were sufficient to con- 
stitute the offence of trespass on 
burial places contrary to section 
148 of the Criminal Code. The of- 
fence defined in this aection, he 
Pointed out, has two elements: the 
meng rea, ag get out in the first 
part of the section, and the actus 
reus 85 set out in the second part. 
In so far ag the mens rea is con- 
cerned, he continued, the facts must 
show, prima facie, that the appel- 
lants had had the intention of 
wounding the feelings of the com- 
Plainant or insulting his religion 
or had known that the feelings of 
the complainant were likely to be 
offended or his religion likely to 
be insulted and In order to prove 
the actus reus the facts must show 
prima facie that the appellants had 
committed a trespass in the place 
of sepulture of the complainant's 
mother. 


In considering the question of

atances, There was no reason, there-

He then went on to dismiss the

Turning next to the question of 
the actus reus, the President noted 
the appellants had argued that they 
could not have committed a trespass 
on their own property, the cemetery 
being in their possession in their 
capacity of representatives of the 
Hevra Kodisha — an argument 
which had been allowed by tha 
Magistrate’s Court but rejected hy 
the District Court. He, too, could 
mot accept this argument, held the 
President, for substantially the same 
reason ag that set out by Judge 
Cohen in his separate opinion — 
that is, that tha expression “tres- 
pass” in section 148 must uot be 
given its legal-technical meaning: 
which demands that the act of 
trespasa be committed by the ac- 
cused in a place held by another.

TEL -AVIV. — El Al's security re-~ 
cord can be envied by the largest 
international airlines, in the opinion 
of Jerome Lederer, one of the 
world’s leading specialists on fight 
safety. . 

Mr. Lederer, in Israel for a two~ 
day international symposlum on 
“The Wirport of the Future,” held 
in Tel Aviv last week, attributed 
the Israel national airline's achieve- 
ments in this field to three care~ 
fully-implemented security measures: 
thorough searching of passengers 
and all their luggage, effective iso~ 
lation of both once searching is 
completed, and delegation of the 
searching procedure to experts. 

“I and my wife can personally 
attest to the thoroughness of the 
searches,” said the safety expert. 
Mr, Lederer, who flew in ‘by ἘΠ Al, 
added that during the stop-over in 
Paris all passengers were herded 
into a room and had no contacts 
except through El Al personnel, 
“There was no duty-free shopping, 
-elther,” he remarked with a grin. 

For 20 years a consultant of the 
Flight Safety Foundation in the 
U8., former director of Space Sa~ 
ξεῖν at NAISA, and now head of the 
Federal Aviation ‘Agency in Wash- 
Mr. Lederer noted that in 
the U.S. ‘the controversy is still un- 
settled over who is responsible for 
safety measures.

Although cigar smoking en- 
joyed a short revival as a result 
of the cancer scare, it soon wore 
off, while cigarette smoking is again 
increasing steadily, at least in this 
country. According to the latest 
Statistics, sales are rising here at 
a rate of 200 million cigarettes 1 
year and now stand at over 4.000 
million, i.e. some 1,600 per capita 
per year.

States. He knew, moreover, what 
we had actually raised in 19468 and 
in 1947. To make it appear that he 
discounted everything American Jews 
would do in 1948 Is simply to show 
ignorance of the character and the 
knowledgeability of Eliezer Kaplan. 

Mrs, Golda Meyerson came to the 
United States in January of 1948. 
She advised all those invoived that 
she had been sent as an emissary 
by Myr. Ben-Gurion to obtain 
$50m. for arms. It was my role 
to accompany her to all bodies 
whose approval was involved. Since 
the Joint Distribution Committee, to- 
gether with the United Palestine 
Appeal, had responsibiilty for the 
conduct of the United Jewish Appeal, 
the support of the former body was 
essential, Moreover, the programme 
needed to be known to the com- 
munal fund-raising organizations in 
the United States. It was I who 
dealt with the then officers of the 
Council of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Fimds, headed by the late 
Barry Lurie, its director. I propos- 
ed that Mrs. Meyerson be invited to 


pockets virtually empty. The Amer- 
lean Jewish community, so tong the 
financial bulwark of the Zionist 
movement, war grawing weary of 
the incessant appeals for aid of 
thelr Palestine brothers, he reported. 
The time had come, Kaplan said, 
to face a bitter reality, In no case 
could they count on more than five 
million dollars from America in 
the critical months ahead.” 

This alleged history is sheer fic- 
tion and nonsense; and any decent

Iu the fall, of 1945, it was 1 who 
created the idea of a campaign for 
the United Jewish Appeal for 
$2100,000,000, over three times the 
results of 1945. If there were many 
who believed that what I proposed 
could be achieved, they could tbe 
counted on less than five fingers. 
ἜΠΙΟΣΟΙ Kaplan was one of these. 
We raised $102,000,000 in 1946. In 
December of 1946, I proposed that 
we ralse much more in 1947. This 
wag resisted by many communities 
which insisted that the 1946 cam- 


Δ "not only for the youth, 
which supports him energeti- 
cally, but also for a large sector 
of the adult electorate, almost 
an Adenauer of the Left. He is 
less guthoriterian and more 
democratic than the “Old Man,” 
but also more reassuring than 
his Christian Democrat opponent, 
Rainer Barzel.

Taking into considera- 
tion the fact that the Catholic 
Church had appealed to Ger- 
mans to "Vote Christian” and 
‘that Germany, like the whole of 
Europe, has ‘been suffering from 
inflation, this success is even 
Mmore remarkable. 

It is due, of course, to the 
image of “responsibility” ‘the 
party has been able to create 
while in power, and to the fact 


eople who favour this policy 
are nevertheless concerned that

One of the most important 
consequences of these elections 
is to give to the Brandt govern- 
ment a safe and stable majority. 
Tt will have no alibi if it persists 
in the weak attitude shown 
during the hijacking of a Luft- 
hansa plane in the middle of the 
electoral campaign, in matters 
which concern not only the 
security of the Israelis but also 
the sovereignty of the Federal 
Republic. 

Chancellor Brandt has said he 
would visit Israel this autumn, 
and now that he has been re- 
elected there are good reasons 
to believe that this visit will 
take place early next year. We 
hops that by that time the firm 
attitude of the Federal Govern- 
ment in matters pertaining to 
Arab terrorism will enable us to 
receive him with all the warmth 
due to a dedicated fighter for 
freedom and a food friend of 
our country. ;

IKE other connoisseurs of 

schmaltz, I was saddened to 
learn of the death last week of 
Rudolf Friml, composer of ‘Rose 
‘Marile” and other saccharine 
epics. Though it was ouce made 
into a silent (sic) musical star- 
ring Joan” Crawford, the 1936 
vergion with Nelson Eddy and 
Jeanette MacDonald is the defi- 
nitive edition, one which will re- 
main evergreen, or rather pink, 
in my memory. 

Though Friml wag definitely a 
couple of jumps ahead of Sig- 
mund Romberg or Victor Her- 
bert, he was hardly comparable 
with the king of the schmaliz 
genre, Franz Lehar. No one else 
could tug at the heartstrings or 
wring the last drop of polgnancy 
from the @-string with the as- 
surance of this master of the 
tear-ducts. Only the most arid 
sort of intellectual could remain 
unmoved by the “Arbour" duet, 
“Wie eine Rosenknospe,” or “Bei 
jedem Walzerschritt,” from “The 
Merry Widow," sung by ‘Nicolai 
Gedda and Elisabeth Schwarzkopf. 
The only comparable works in 
the Palm-Court orchestra reper- 
toire are “Fascination,” “Diane” 
and “Charmaine,” compositions 
which often: suffer frédm the 
rattle of tea-cups and can only 
be enjoyed to the full in the 
films of such unregenerate Vien- 
nese directors as the great Billy 
‘Wider. 

There is, however, a form of 
intellectual snobbery prevalent 
here which maintains that it is 
impossible to enjoy such light- 
weights as well, as, say, Vivaldi 
or Bach. When the late Billy 
Rose, composer of the Immortal 
“It Happened in Monterrey,” 
among other all-time favourites, 
came here for the opening of his 
Sculpture Garden, he was more 
or less ignored while his travel- 
ling companion, Isamu Noguchi, 
who laid out the terraces, was 
lionized. After all, you can’, get 
much more recherché than a Ja- 
panese landscape designer. 

T refuse to belleve that any- 
‘one who really loves music de- 
tests 8 good melody and only re- 
sponds to mathematics) patterns, 
though I hear many protesta- 
tions from my friends to that 
effect, Well, among other things, 
Beethoven's Ninth is a rattling 
Bood tune. 

England's new Poet Laureate, 
John Betjeman, has described a 
amoiler attitude to architecture 
an as “ghastly good 
taste.” It Is basically anti-art and, 
what's more, they do misg @ lot, 
the poor dear. 

‘When this sort of Glosed-shop 
mentality is applied to art eri- 
ticlam the results are unfortu- 
nate. On the one hand, the most 
outrageous exampiea of anti-art 
@re acclaimed in termg which 
elevate them to the status of 
High Art: Lucy R. Lippard, the 
American critic, has reserved a 
place in her private pantheon 
for Robert Rauschenberg, who 
once cabled a reply to a request 
to paint 2 portrait, which read 
“This is @ portrait of Irie Clert 
if’ I say so.” 

On the other hand, most modern 
erltics emphatically reject any 
work which hag a narrative con- 
tent. This is the main reason for 
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the almost complete eclipse of 
some of the greatest Victorian 
and Edwardian painters. Oddly 
enough, earlier narrative painters 
are considered kosher. Michelan- 
gelo covered the Sistine Chapel 
with Old Testament stories and 
Raphael and Titian, among a 
host of others, depicted Greek 
and Roman legends, while the 
Dutch and Flemish masters turn- 
ed out innumerable genre paint- 
ings. 

I happen to be particularly 
fond, of Victorian painting and 
the content only enhances my 
enjoyment of them. This does not 
preclude my appreciation of, say, 
a late Rembrandt self-portrait or 
a Cezanne landscape. 1 dislike 
stagey and cliquey art in which 
the practitioners clearly enjoy 
themselves more than the au- 
dience and J can only say to 
Rauschenberg, as Lord Chester- 
field said to Garter King of Arms 
— “You foolish man, you do not 
even know your own foolish busi- 
ness.” 

Some 19th-century painters, in 
the fashion of their time, were 
addicted_to a rather cloying sen- 
timentality, but no more so than 
Dickens, for instance. They suf- 
fered, too, from over-exposure 
which has turned some of them 
into a joke, But careful examina- 
tion of their work will often 
show first-rate painting. After all, 
cliches were originally valid truths. 

In a Tel Aviv print-shop I 
once found a reproduction of 
Yeames’ “When Did You Last 
See Your Father” and promptly 
bought it, to the evident amuse- 
ment of the owner. I added it to 
my al treasure-trove which 
includes guch gems as Poynter's 
“Faithful unto Death" (the Ro- 
man sentry who refused to leave 
hig in -Pompell), Maclise’s 
“The Death of Nelson,” Frith’s 
“Derby Day” — which earned 
Renoirs praise, Millais' “The 
Boyhood of Ralelgh,” Landaeer’s 
beautifully painted stag “The 
Monarch of the Glen,” Holiday’s 
“Dante and Beatrice,” Wallis’ 
“The Death of Chatterton” and 
“Whistler's Mother." These often 
provoke guffaws from those too 
blind to look at them as paint- 
Ings. Most of the originals are 
hidden away in museum cellars 
put they can -be viewed on re- 
quest, as “1 have done at the 
Tate and some provincial gal- 
leries. They repay careful study. 

A oeritic who can praise 
Rothko or De Stae? without hav- 

seen Turner's “Norham 
Castle” is doling all three an 
injustice. There are plenty of 
historical precedents for believ- 
ing that the 2ist century will 
stand amazed at our stupidity. 

But the critics are capable of
